Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entided Hustler Campus Confessions No. 7 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

The DVD is an adult sex publication focusing on the explicit presentation of young women 
engaged in sex. The DVD was submitted by the Secretary for Internal Affairs under section 
13(l)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) to determine 
whether it was objectionable in terms of s3 of the FVPC Act. The feature has been examined and 
classified previously by the Classification Office. The DVD Hustler Campus Confessions No.7 was 
classified as "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years" with the descriptive note "Contains explicit sex scenes". This 
decision was registered on 5 April 2004 (OELC 400367). The current publication is different 
because the additional components on the DVD are different to those on the DVD examined and 
classified in 2004. 

The publication depicts sexual activity involving young women of about 18 and 19 years in age 
often associating them with the term "college". While in the New Zealand context this term 
connotes high school age, it seems reasonable to assume that most New Zealand adults viewing the 
publication are familiar enough with American culture and the large US-based adult entertainment 
market, to appreciate that the "college girls" in the publication are of University age. The DVD 
does not therefore promote or support, or tend to promote or support, the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes in terms of section 3(2) of the FVPC Act. The DVD is restricted to 
an adult audience because of its explicit presentation of sex that is likely to cause injury to children 
and young people under the age of 18 years. Children and young people are still developing their 
sexual identity and may not have the maturity and experience to deal with the adult, sexually 
explicit material, in a way that does not negatively affect their sexual and personal development. 

The degrading, dehumanising and demeaning material involving women discussed above is of 
particular concern as it may reinforce or lead to the devebpment of negative attitudes towards 
women, gender roles and relationships. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights on the application of the 
classification criteria. A restriction to adults reflects the concerns of a free and democratic society 
to limit the availability of publications that deal with sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to 
children and young people. This is a reasonable and justified limitation to the freedom of 
expression. 
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
